Chatterbox Review 


ATALOGUE writing entails a lot of time but, on a whole, is a very interesting part 

of our work. We often wonder, though, whether non-productive pages (pages not 

containing price lists) are of any value to a catalogue and its mission. To this 
there is no conclusive answer, but we have long felt that interesting and instructive 
reading, together with good pictures and service features are just as much a part of a 
successful catalogue as the actual price list itself. Many letters have come to us each 
year expressing delight with the “Chatterbox Review,” so we decided to continue this 
feature in the hope that it will again not only be interesting reading but also offer val- 
uable assistance in the selection of Gladiolus varieties. 


HIGHLAND CHIEF 





WHITE 


Margaret Beaton is continuing to take the country by 
storm. It is one of the most outstanding introductions in 
the past decade. Silentium, though similar, cannot compare 
with Margaret Beaton. Snow Princess, with fine commercial 
characteristics, is pushing ahead of Maid of Orleans, though 
the latter is still going strong. Lord Selkirk, a connoisseur’s 
type of Glad builds a spike that is perfection on the show 
bench. Edelweiss is certainly a comer and we recommend 
it along with Crystal, both pure white and attaining large 
size. Myrna, with its ruffled cream-white florets. is a delight 
in any garden. Another that bears trial is Surfside. 


YELLOW 


This group is not progressing as fast as some of the 
other classes, but the peach-yellow Beauvallon will prove 
to be a worthy addition because of its beauty of form and 
ruffling. Also fine is Amberglow. Its tall spikes and slender 
stem make it a good cut flower. Golden Chimes still holds 
its place as one of the top-ranking yellows along with 
Golden Goddess, the latter characterized by free-opening 
habits. ° Jasmine was very impressive because of its clarity 
of color and unusual beauty of form. Mother Kadel comes 
well recommended. Sir Galahad sure gave me a surprise. It 
was grand. 


ORANGE and ORANGE SALMON 


Coral Glow showed up well and certainly it strikes a new 
note in color brilliance. Truly lovely is the variety Diane. 
There are many good reports on this one. Even though 
the stems of Alladin may be a bit short it makes a marvelous 
and bold spike. King’s Ransom was again impressive and 
it is a tall cut-flower type. Barcarole is recommended, along 
with the small-flowered variety, Delightful. 


CREAM, BUFF and FLESH 


Some lovely creations are being produced in this fine 
color class. Donna is a beautiful heavily-ruffled type with 
an appealing buff-apricot color. The picotee edge on Corona 
gives us something new in color effect. The lovely Shirley 
Temple is always good. Camellia is also a real beauty and 
a good propagator. Amrita and Amulet, two fine Palmer 
varieties and the heavily ruffled Arethusa, have all contrib- 
uted a great deal to this group. 


LIGHT PINK 


In my opinion Greta Garbo is one of the outstanding 
introductions of the past few years. Its color, size and 
shape are the very best. While I have not had as much 
experience with Legend, I believe it will also rank very 
high. Camrose has an ethereal beauty that can be appreci- 
ated only when seen. It was the winner of two champion- 
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ships in 1940. Blue ribbon winner at Boston 1941. For beauty 
and warmth of color we recommend the lovely small-flowered 
Cinderella. A real beauty for decorative work. Puritan 
was very attractive. 


PINK and ROSE PINK 


Thaldaine is truly fine in form and beauty and will be 
popular. Glamis is characterized by its decorative needle- 
point type of floret and the color is good, too. Sensation 
is also attractive in form. <A well-grown Chaumony is a 
dream because of its unusual coloring. Lavinia and Sonatine 
are good sellers and worthy of their popularity. 


SALMON PINK 


Picardy is still a leader because of its strong growth and 
grand flowers, but in my opinion Conquest and Angelus are 
par excellence in warmth of color and sheer beauty. Great- 
heart is a strong grower and looked good on first trial. We 
liked the soft color of Sandra and the florists did too. 
Cooney Lass makes a very decorative spike and it is a fine 
addition to this class. 


LAVENDER 


Isola Bella was excellent again. Though a little short in 
stem it is a real addition to this group. Of course Minuet, 
when well grown, is still tops. Rima, a superb beauty, was 
much admired. While Lavender Queen may fleck at times 
it produces fine blooms consistently. As a cut-flower it sold 
well. 


VIOLET 


Blue Beauty, as it grew for us, was the strongest grower 
and most constant performer in this class. Next in line I 
would choose either Robert Burns or Vienna Woods. Both 
were good. At times Milford will surprise you by producing 
some very large flowers. It is the lightest in color in this 
group. 


PURPLE 


Another new variety of much promise and one that is 
distinctly different is Mrs. Marks Memory. The color is 
very unusual and the spike is very graceful. King Lear, with 
its rich, lustrous color and nice ruffling made a hit with 
many that saw it. The older Charles Dickens is still perform- 
ing very fine. 


RED 


In Algonquin, Palmer has given us a very fine red, and it 
may be an improvement on his fine variety, Regent. Master 
Myron gets much praise and is said to have commercial 
possibilities. American Commander produced the show spikes, 
as did Black Opal and Rewi Fallu. KING’S RANSOM 


SCARLET 


New scarlets are coming along very well. Two showing much promise are Mercury and 
Liberator. The first, winner of the American Home Achievement Medal is a mellow, yet bril- 
liant, light red, and the latter a bricky, orange-scarlet. The older Flaming Meteor is not to be 
overlooked, nor are Tunias Triumph and Valeria. For the unusual try Beacon. 


ROSE-RED 


We liked Leona very much and its habits appear to be good. Those that like varieties of 
this color should try it. Red Giant again produced flower spikes of giant proportions. 


SMOKY 


For those that like the odd colors of smoky varieties, I recommend Vagabond Prince, a stately 
garnet-brown, Zuni, a soft blend of rose and slate, Changeable Silk, a unique light silvery rose 
and the late-flowering Bagdad as a worthy foursome for your garden. 





Alney Originations 


E are introducing two new gladiolus this season that will command a great 

deal of attention when widely grown. These varieties, Beauvallon and 

Thaldaine, were originated by Mr. J. R. Almey of Winnipeg, Canada. He is 
one of Western Canada’s leading horticulturists and is vice president of the Canadi- 
an Gladiolus Society. Mr. Almey has been actively breeding Glads for over 12 years 
and knows a real one when he sees it. Beauvallon and Thaldaine represent his choice 
of tens of thousands of pedigreed seedlings. The McFayden Seed Co. has purchased the 
entire stock of these two varieties and we have the exclusive right to introduce them 
in the United States.

Beauvallon (Almey)

hibition type with nicely ruffled florets. The growth is es- 
pecially strong and vigorous, producing spikes carrying 21 
to 22 buds and opening 8 to 10 florets at one time. It has 
all of the characteristics to make it a grand Glad, and backed 
by Mr. Almey’s good judgment we are confident that it 
a attain a high position among the leaders before very 
ong.

Thaldaine (Almey) 


This variety received top honors at the 1940 Michigan 
Gladiolus Show, placing highest in the seedling class with a 
score of 86.5. The color is a clear lavender-pink. It will 
open 8 to 10 florets on a tall spike carrying 20 to 22 buds. 
The impressive flower is of exhibition formal type. The stem 
is tall and wiry and holds the flower well. Thaldaine has 
what it takes to make an extra-good Glad. Season of bloom 
is rather early, which is a valuable characteristic for a_ 
flower with so many other fine qualities. We do not hesitate 
to recommend it as a worthy addition to the Glad Fraternity.

In 1938, Lord Selkirk was awarded the highest honors at the N.E.G.S. Show at Bos- 
ton. It also received a First Class Certificate from the Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society and major prizes at Minneapolis, Winnipeg, and New York the past two 
seasons. It possesses unusually fine exhibition characteristics. Fifteen open blossoms 
is not uncommon and the well-proportioned spike will have from 26-28 buds. Color 
is a beautiful milk-white with an unmarked creamy white throat.

Key to Classification 


The tabular headings on the top of each page serve as an easy and quick guide 
to determine the substance, kind of floret, season of bloom and type of flower of each 
variety. We have tried to be as accurate as possible in giving this information but 
siatagre suc are somewhat altered by local soil conditions, weather and time of 
planting. 

SUBSTANCE—This is the thickness of the petals and is indicated by “E” for 
excellent substance, “G” for good substance and “F” for fair substance. 

FLORET—tThe type of floret is indicated by “Pl.” for plain petals, “Ruf.” for 
ruffled petals and “Lac.” for laciniated petals. 

SEASON—This is divided into five sections giving the approximate number of 
days required to bloom from time of planting and is indicated by “E” for early (60-70 
days), “EM” for early midseason (70-80 days), and “M” for midseason (80-90 days), 
“LM” for late midseason (90-100 days), and “L” for late (over 100 days). 

TY PE—We wish to call your attention to the slight change made in this type classi- 
fication. Formerly we classified all Gladiolus as either Exhibition, Large Decorative or 
Small Decorative. It seemed advisable at this time to adda Medium Decorative class to 
properly list the ever-increasing number of new varieties. So in the future we will use 
the following classification (also adopted by the New England Gladiolus Society and 
several state societies): 

Exhibition, indicated by “Ex.,” is for varieties with very large florets, approximately 
6 inches in diameter and opening 8 to 12 florets at one time. - Large Decorative, indicated 
by “L.Dec.,” will have florets approximately 5 inches in diameter and opening 6 to 10 
florets. Medium Decorative, indicated by “M.Dec.,” will have florets approximately a 
inches in diameter and opening 4 to 8 florets. Small Decorative, indicated by ‘“S.Dec.,’ 
is for small varieties with florets 3 inches or less in diameter and opening 3 to 6 florets.

Gladiolus Thrip 


It is essential that spraying be started as soon 
as the plants are 6 inches high, and continued until 
the buds are ready to show color. If spraying is 
not started until the plants are mature, it will be 
too late to save the bloom. The plants should be 
sprayed at least every 10 days, and more frequently 
when the spray is washed off the plants by rain 
soon after having been applied. It is best to spray 
immediately after a rain, when the indications are 
for fair weather. A fine mist must be used to be 
most effective.

Winter Control of Thrip 


Naphthalene flakes afford a very simple and 
inexpensive method of control. After the bulbs 
are thoroughly cured, usually a month or six weeks 
after digging, sprinkle the flakes over and through 
them at the rate of one ounce per one hundred 
bulbs. If paper bags or boxes are used be sure 
that they are closed tightly. If screen bottom 
trays are used, place them one upon another and 
cover over the whole stack with a canvas. The 
reason for this is that the flakes evaporate and 
form a gas which should be kept around the 
bulbs. The gas penetrates under the husk and 
destroys the living thrip as well as the eggs. For 
best results the temperature should be from 60 
to 75 degrees. Leave the bulbs in this condition for 
fifteen to twenty days, when they may be re- 
moved and placed in cooler storage for the bal- 
ance of the winter. Do not delay this treatment 
too long as the small root nobs that form toward 
spring may be injured by the naphthalene.

PEONY CULTURE is very simple. Dig the hole about 1% feet deep and 2 feet 
in diameter. Fill back enough soil so that when the roots are placed on this soil the 
plant will be at the right depth. The eyes should never be more than two inches 
below the surface of the soil, as a greater depth usually means failure to bloom prop- 
erly. Thoroughly tamp the bottom soil before finally placing the plant. Then fill in 
the balance of the soil around the plant, firmly packing about the roots with the hand. 
Water well before the hole is completely filled. A handful of bone meal worked into 
the soil around the plant will prove very beneficial. Frequent cultivation until August

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French Lilacs 


Today the Lilac is more popular than ever before because of the great size and wide 
range of colors found in the new and improved varieties. Victor Lemoine of France is 
perhaps directly responsible for the wonderful development of the modern Lilac and he 
might be rightly called the father of the French Lilac. At present some American intro- 
ductions are being offered that show much promise and we are looking forward to faster 
improvements now that our own breeders are at work. If you have not seen the better 
French Lilacs you are indeed missing one of the joys of the garden and we recommend that 
you plant a few this coming season. 


OWN ROOT LILACS 


Our Lilacs are grown in nursery rows with sufficient space to insure a well developed 
bush. Our soil is a deep silt loam over a deposit of lime, well drained, that produces a 
healthy vigorous growth. To do best, Lilacs must be on their own roots. For that reason 
we send out only “Own Root’ Lilacs—in fact, we offer extra fine stock in every respect. 


TRANSPLANTING 


Lilacs transplant rather easily, though they do not appreciate being moved to a new 
home and it usually takes them a year or so before they resume normal growth. Choose 
an open sunny location away from trees if possible. A rich deep loam soil that is well 
drained is best. They simply will not thrive in a damp or poorly drained location. Arrange 
the planting to allow 8 to 10 feet between the bushes for best results. Remove the soil to a 
depth of 2 to 3 feet and at least 3 feet in diameter. Under no circumstances will a Lilac 
thrive if planted in a hole just large enough to accommodate the roots. Thorough tamping 
of the soil and generous watering at time of planting is necessary. 


CULTURE 


Good cultivation is a fine practice. Also the addition of bone meal, a mulch of manure 
or a little ground limestone will be found beneficial. Use a thinning method of pruning, 
being careful not to cut back the previous season’s growth which produces the blooms. A 
little thought and extra care will reward you with an abundance of beautiful Lilacs. But 
do not expect much the first year after planting. 


SEASON OF PLANTING 


In our climate, late April, early May, October and November are good months in which 
to transplant Lilacs. We prefer fall planting.
